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Conftantinople, November 15. 


4 OURIERS arrive from Perfia almoft upon 
the Heels of each other, with frefh Advices 
of the extraordinary Progrefs and ‘Conquefts 

the Ottoman Troops continue to make in that 
Kingdom. One of them has brought the Confirmation, 
that the Bafhaw of Babylon, at the Head of between 
70 and 80000 Men, was in full March towards Ifpahan, 
in order to make himfelf Mafter of thac Capital. On 
the other Hand, our Forces near Tauris have fubdued 
all the Places along'the Mount Caucafus, with Defign, 
as it feems, to extend themfelves as far as the Cafpian 
Sea, to hinder the Ruffians from ftrengthening them- 
felves in thofe Parts, againft which the latter have al- 
ready made Remonftrances at the Porte, as being con- 
trary co the Treaty concluded : But they have been 
anfwered, that the faid Treaty leaves no Room to 
doubt, but that the Porte has referved to herfelf the 
Right and Power to eftablith and fecure her Dominion 
in Perfia, and to difpofe of the Lands of that King- 
dom according tothe Succefs of ber Arms, and the 
Juftice of her Pretenfions. Agreeable to this Anfwer, 
*cis much doubted whether the fettling of the Limits 
with the Roffians will take Place, fince ‘tis now pre- 
tended that the fame is impra@ticable. The Embafly 
the Porte had refolved to. fend to the Emperour of the 
Romans, is put off for fome Time: Some fay it is, 
becaufe our Court will ftay for the Return of the Aga 
fent to Algiers, thereto treat of the Peace between 
that Regency and the Court of Vienna ; but others al- 
ledge quite different Motives for fuch a Delay, which 
feem much better grounded, efpecially fince it bas ap- 
peared, that the Porte has with Haughtinefs received 


the Remonftrances M. Dierling, the Imperial Refident, - 


has made of late, by challenging the Guaranty of the 
13th Article of the Treaty of Paflarowitz ; and decla- 
ring, that without a formal Infringement of this Trea- 
ty, the Porte could not decline purfuing with Fire and 
Sword thofe who a& contrary toit. Certain it is, that 
the Prime Vizier has given Orders to fit out a Fleet of 
30 Men of War to be ready next April, and that there 
appears a great Intimacy between this firft Minifter, 
and thofe of two Chriftian Powers. : 

Petersbourg, Dec. 12. The Emprefs did not affift at 
the Feaft given at Court the sth Inftant, on Occafion 
of the Feftival of Se Katherine, which Name fhe bears, 
but the went chat Morning, with the Princefs Elizabeth, 
to the Church of the Holy Trinity, where the Arch- 
bithop of Twer delivered an excellent Sermon: Her 
Majefty was in Mourning, but the Imperial Family and 
the whole Court appeared in their richeft Drefles. Af- 
ter Divine Service, the Emprefs returned by Water to 
her Palace, under the Difcharge of the Cannon from 

"the Fortrefs and the Admiralty, and the Vollies of the 
Troops pofted along the River Neva. The fame Day, 
the Emprefs made and declared the following Promo- 
tions, viz. The Prince de Kourakin, who is expedted 
back from the Hague, Count Matueoff, and Baron d

Brigadier. Her Imperial Majefty has likewife difpo. 
fed of feveral other Places, and has given in Property 
the Capital City of Batourin in Ukrania. Count de 
Rabutin is impatiently expefted here, to put the laft 
Hand tothe Treaty of Alliance between this. Court 
and that of Vienna. Prince Dolhorucki, our Ambaf- 
fadour at Warfaw, has had fene to him the Conditions 
upon which her Imperial Majefty would have the 
King and the Republick of Poland enter into an Al- 
liance with her, with Orders to propofe- them. out of 
Hand, the better to make Head againft the Turks, who 
threaten to break with us... "Tis aflured, thatthis Mi- 
nifter, after having propofed thofe Conditions, will 
make a Tour hither, to receive new Inftru@tions rela- 
ting to the Dyet of chat Kingdom. Mean while, the 
Emprefs has refolved to augment’ her Forces in Perfia 
to 80000 Men. A Convoy of all Sorts of warlike Am- 
munition is preparing at Mofcow to be tranfported to 
Aftracan. "Tis now faid, chat her Imperial Majefty 
will not fet out for that Capital till after the Delivery 
of the Dutchefs of Holftein, who goes happily on in 
her Pregnancy ; and that chen, the Duke of Holftein 
her Confort will be declared Generaliffimo of the Ruf- 
fian Forces. 

Dantzick, Dec. 15. * The Letters from Petersbourg 
‘ of che 8th Inftant have broughe us the following 
* Particulars: The Duke Regent of Courland has fenc 
* again his Councellor M..Malzon to our Court, with 
€ an exa& Accompt of the Sums the Ruffian Troops 
‘ have from Time to Time extorted from the Inhabi- 
* tants of the Dutchy of Courland, amounting to Two 


. ‘ Millions of Polith Florins, without including what 


‘ has been furnifhed in. Provifions and Forage, the 
* Reimburfement whereof the faid Minifter is ftrongly 
* folliciting. Twe Couriers arrived there from War- 
* faw within eight Days, who were foon after fent 
back again, It is whifpered, that the Czarina is de- 
‘termined to fecure the faid Dutchy to the Duke of 
Holftein, after the Deceafe of the prefent Duke, and 
that the Refidence thereof fhould be transferred from 
Mittau to Riga, referving however to the Crown of 
* Poland the juft Pretenfions it has upon that Dutchy. 
‘ Her Czarian Majefty is likewife faid to have refolved, 
purfuant to a particular Convention, to remit half of 
the great Sums of Money the pretends from Poland, 
prokably the better to fucceed in her abovefaid De- 
* fign with refpe& to Courland. Prince Menzikoff is 
* upon the Point to make.a Tour to Riga, tp pafs in 
* Review the Regiments quartered thereabouts and in 
‘ Courland, The Corps of the Duke of Mecklem. 
* bourg’s Troops have likewife received Orders to be 
‘ ready to march, to which End the Officers are pre- 
* paring their Equipages in order to return to Meck. 
* lembourg by the Way of Poland. The late Vice- . 
* Chancellor, Baron de Schafiroff, avoids fill meddling 
* with publick Bufinefs, notwithftanding he is perfe&. 
* ly acquainted with the true State and Intereit of the 
* Ruffian Monarchy, and this for no other Reafon bur 
* becaufe his Enemies, who are pretty numerous, are 
* now at the Helm of Affairs.
